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NEW  SEABY  PUBLICATIONS 

For  the  past  three  months  we  have  been  working  hard  on  several  new  or  revised  catalogues. 
Over  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a  growing  interest  in  modern  British  coinage,  both  in 
this  country  and  overseas,  with  many  new  collectors  concentrating  on  dates  rather  than  types. 
We  have  had  many  requests  for  a  catalogue  giving  values  for  the  various  dates  of  19th  and  20th 
century  coins;  and  we  have,  therefore,  considerably  enlarged  our  1966  Standard  Catalogue 
of  British  Coins  (to  be  published  8th  November  in  hard  covers  at  25/-)  by  giving  prices  for 
EVERY  DATE  of  each  denomination  from  1816 — the  earliest  year  that  our  silver  coins  are  legal 
tender.  In  addition,  the  second  part  of  this  catalogue  will  be  published  separately  imder  the 
title  British  Coins  1816-1965  (ready  1st  November  in  paper  covers  at  15/-).  This  will  list 
over  1,750  coins  in  several  grades  of  preservation  and  will  contain  215  illustrations  on  72  pages 
of  art  paper. 

We  shall  be  interested  to  have  our  readers’  comments  on  this  new  development  and 
suggestions  for  any  improvements  in  future  issues.  Also  ready  is  the  1966  edition  of  the  first 
part  of  British  Copper  Coins  and  their  Values,  which  gives  values  for  each  date  and  main 
variety  of  our  low  denomination,  base  metal,  regal  coinage  from  the  time  of  King  James  I. 

There  will  be  details  of  another  new  Seaby  publication  in  our  next  issue,  and  we  hope  to 
have  a  revised  and  considerably  enlarged  catalogue  of  Greek  coins  ready  some  time  in  February 
or  March. 
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THE  DAY  OF  THE  PSEUDO  COIN. 

Once  upon  a  time  the  coin  dealer  found  his  work  a  most  pleasurable  occupation — 
buying  from  and  selling  to  collectors  with  a  real  interest  in  coinage  and  with  whom 
it  was  a  pleasure  to  talk  about  coins — at  the  same  time  making  money,  without 
actually  “  coining  it.”  Any  dealer  worthy  of  the  name  took  a  pride  in  the  coins  he 
sold,  and  he  made  a  point  of  knowing  at  least  as  much  about  them  as  the  average 
collector,  though  he  would  be  the  first  to  acknowledge  that  many  specialist  collectors 
had  much  to  teach  him.  His  client  knew  that  his  coins  were  guaranteed  genuine 
and  if  any  doubt  did  occasionally  arise  about  authenticity  then  the  dealer  would 
take  the  coin  back  without  question.  He  would  attempt  to  guide  the  new  collector 
along  the  right  lines.  He  would  never  guarantee  the  collector  a  profit  on  a  coin, 
though  he  might  suggest  that  a  choice  coin  was  always  a  reasonable  investment. 

At  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century  there  was  a  sudden  vogue  of  token  collecting, 
and  one  or  two  not-so-reputable  dealers  and  manufacturers  saw  that  there  was  a  | 
potential  market  for  pseudo-tokens  amongst  the  more  gullible  collectors.  They 
thereupon  set  out  to  provide  an  infinite  variety  of  “  rare  ”  items :  tokens  with  wrong 
edges,  mules,  and  concoctions  that  were  never  intended  for  circulation.  The 
knowledgable  collector  soon  came  to  recognize  these  for  what  they  were,  but,  though 
antiquity  has  given  a  veneer  of  respectability  to  this  hardly-numismatic  junk,  the 
hobby  of  token  collecting  suffered  a  severe  set-back  for  many  years. 

Again  in  the  nineteenth  century  the  restrikes  of  Jacobean  coins  by  Young  and 
re-issues  of  the  Soho  mint  began  a  new  era  of  coins  that  never  were,  and  these  were 
followed  by  “  pattern  ”  coins  by  Weiner,  Moore  and  Bonomi,  and  restrikes  and 
more  mules  were  made  by  Taylor.  A  number  of  ephemeral  issues  were  made  in 
this  country  and  abroad  of  “  coins  ”  that  had  no  official  standing  whatsoever. 

Now  the  “  investor  ”  has  hit  the  coin  world,  just  as  he  once  went  into  postage 
stamps  (and  got  out  of  them  again  when  he  found  that  so  many  stamps  were  made 
solely  to  get  money  out  of  him).  Many  new  investor/collectors  appear  to  have 
money  burning  holes  in  their  pockets  and  are  prepared,  it  seems,  to  buy  anything 
that  anyone  suggests  to  them  may  be  an  investment.  In  these  circumstances  it  is 
not  surprising  that  a  new  type  of  pseudo-dealer  has  arisen  (and  this  term  certainly 
does  not  apply  to  all  new  dealers)  who  will  supply  these  “  investors  ”  with  pseudo¬ 
coins  from  which  to  make  their  pseudo-investments. 

The  situation  has  not  been  helped  by  the  governments  of  certain  small  states 
and  owners  of  small  islands  whose  desire  for  revenue  seems  to  have  overcome  their 
dignity  and  sense  of  responsibility,  as  without  their  collusion  much  of  this  new  trash  ( 
could  not  have  been  issued.  Bona  fide  proof  sets  apart,  can  bits  of  metal  be  called 
coins  if  they  were  never  intended  for  use  as  such  ? 

Are  collectors  aware,  for  instance,  that  the  former  ruler  of  the  Sheikdom  of 
Sharjah  authorised  the  striking  of  so-called  “  5  rupee  ”  coins  bearing  the  portrait 
of  President  Kennedy  solely  “  .  .  .  for  the  amusement  of  coin  collectors,”  and  only 
to  be  “  .  .  .  sold  outside  the  Trucial  States  and  are  not  intended  for  local  demand  ”  ? 

Do  collectors  know  for  what  territory,  if  any,  the  so-called  5,  2  and  1  scudi  coins 
issued  for  the  “  Military  Order  of  Malta  ”  are  intended  ?  Was  it  necessary  for  the 
Isle  of  Man  Government  to  describe  as  “  coins  ”  gold  pieces  that  are  not  legal 
tender — not  even  the  “  ordinary  issue  ” — and  do  not  even  look  like  coins  ?  Do  not 
the  so-called  “  Lundy  Island  proof  sets  ”  dated  1965  render  the  term  “  proof  set  ” 
meaningless,  or  do  we  make  words  mean  whatever  we  may  wish  them  to  mean? 

A  number  of  newly  independent  African  states  have  authorized  European  bullion- 
dealers  or  coin  dealers  to  issue  quantities  of  “  proof  coins  ”  for  collectors  even 
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when  there  is  no  regular  coinage  of  gold :  do  collectors  really  want  to  be  lumbered 
with  objects  that  have  no  real  connection  with  coinage — except  as  a  means  of 
relieving  them  of  surplus  cash  ? 

Reputable  coin  dealers  are  concerned  with  a  situation  that  is  rapidly  bringing 
the  selling  of  coins  into  bad  odour.  At  Paris  earlier  this  year  the  I.A.P.N.  passed 
a  resolution  protesting  about  the  current  special  manufacture  exclusively  for 
collectors  of  coins,  medals  simulating  coins  and  proof  coins  by  states  that  do  not 
possess  a  regular  coinage,  and  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild  meeting  at 
Houston,  Texas,  at  the  end  of  August  took  the  same  steps. 

What  is  this  all  about?  Merely  a  cry  from  the  heart  for  just  a  little  more 
discrimination  on  the  part  both  of  dealer  and  collector. — P.  J.  Seaby. 

AN  UNRECORDED  CHINESE  AMULET  COIN  AND 
ITS  PROBABLE  HISTORICAL  IMPORTANCE.

Some  ten  years  ago  I  aquired  a  collection  of  Chinese  amuletic  coins  from  a 
missionary  who,  for  many  years,  had  worked  in  West  China  and  had  collected  most 
of  them  in  the  provinces  of  Kansu  and  Szechuan. 

Among  the  collection  is  an  unique  one  of  good  copper-bronze  and  very  fine 
fabrique,  of  weight  42  dwts.  12  grains  and  measuring  68  mm.  in  diameter  and 
2  mm.  in  thickness.  The  obverse  carries  a  Chinese  inscription  in  a  beautiful 
k*ai  shu  script  which  presents  no  particular  difficulty:  it  runs,  reading  clockwise 
left  to  right,  Chou  chun  ti  shen,  which  may  be  rendered  fairly  exactly  as  “  Spells 
permitting  the  repose  of  spirits  (ghosts).’*  The  reverse  has  an  inscription  arranged 
in  an  outer  and  inner  circle;  the  first  contains  16  characters  or  symbols  and  the 
second  9. 


The  identification  of  this  latter  script  has  proved  to  be  a  matter  of  some  difficulty. 
Some  years  ago,  through  the  kindness  of  Sir  Ralph  Turner,  a  rubbing  of  this  coin 
was  shown' to  several  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  London  School  of  Oriental  Studies 
but  no  success  in  reading  it  attended  their  efforts.  A  similar  result  attended  an 
appeal  to  some  members  of  the  oriental  faculty  of  Tokyo  National  University. 
Undeniably  the  symbols  bear  a  likeness  to  Tibetan  script  but  it  is  apparently  im¬ 
possible  for  Tibetanists  to  read  it.  Recently,  by  happy  chance,  I  found  several 
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similar  characters  reproduced  in  the  book  “  Oracles  and  Demons  of  Tibet  ”  by 
Dr.  Rene  de  Nebesky-Wojkowitz  of  Vienna  University.  These  prove  them  to 
be  magic  diagrams  in  ornamental  Lantsa  characters,  some  examples  of  which  are 
given  on  Plate  XX  of  that  work.  It  is  also  stated  that  some  108  further  examples 
are  given  in  the  Tibetan  work  “  bSrung  ^bun  rdo  rje  ^phreng  ba  zhes  by  a  ba  bzhugs 

SO. 

Search  through  all  the  leading  European  works  on  Chinese  coins  shows  nothing 
similar  to  this.  Nor  is  anything  resembling  it  shown  in  the  definitive  and  very 
reliable  Chinese  work  “  Ku  cKiian  hui  ”  (1864)  nor  its  supplement  the  “  Hsii  cKiian 
(1875).  Similarly  unhelpful  were  the  most  unreliable  “  iCw  chin  cKien 
and  the  “  Ch*in  ting  chien  lu  ”  as  well  as  the  Ms.  of  the  “  CKiian  Chih  ”  in  the 
Royal  Asiatic  Society’s  library  which  I  also  consulted.  Indeed  the  only  coins 
(i.e.  of  those  produced  by  a  mould)  with  Tibetan  and  Chinese  inscriptions  which 
were  ever  minted  by  the  Chinese  are  Tibetan  tang-kas  which  were  first  produced  in 
1792  and  entered  circulation  the  following  year.  (See  Walsh  1907  “The  coinage 
of  Tibet  ”  Mem.As.Soc.  Bengal  vol.  II,  No.  2,  pp.  1 1-23).  In  view  of  this  complete 
failure  of  the  leading  European  and  Chinese  works  to  throw  any  light  on  the  origins 
of  this  coin  or  even  to  mention  it,  it  seems  reasonable  to  assume  that  very  few  could 
have  been  minted,  that  these  circulated  almost  entirely  in  Tibet  rather  than  China, 
and  that  they  probably  served  some  single  specific  historical  occasion. 

Fortunately  there  is  some  evidence  to  make  precise  dating  somewhat  better 
than  a  probable  guess.  The  reign  of  the  great  Chinese  emperor  Skeng-tsu  (reign 
title  K*ang  Hsi,  1662-1723)  has  long  been  known  to  students  of  Far  Eastern 
numismatics  as  a  period  when  some  of  the  finest  “  medallic  ”  cash  were  minted — 
and  these  in  considerable  variety.  Succeding  reigns  produced  identical  patterns 
but  the  quality  seems  to  have  fallen  off  very  rapidly — perhaps  within  a  decade  or 
so  of  his  death — and  was  probably  never  equalled  again  in  later  times.  Such  is 
well  evidenced  by  a  study  of  the  well  known  “  dragon  and  phoenix  ”  amulets.  So 
good  is  the  design,  metal  and  minting  of  the  present  coin  that  it  is  difficult,  con¬ 
sidering  all  factors,  to  suggest  any  other  period  but  that  of  K'ang  Hsi  (or  soon  after) 
in  which  it  could  have  been  produced:  nor  is  there  wanting  in  this  period  a  likely 
occasion. 

The  great  mongol  leader  Ts’ewang  Araptan  became  Kontaisha  of  the  Oelot 
mongols  in  1697  and  from  Sungaria  had  formed,  in  a  few  years,  a  vast  empire 
which  included  parts  of  Siberia,  West  Mongolia,  most  of  East  Turkestan  (except 
Hami)  and  extended  to  Lake  Balkash.  At  about  this  time  another  Central  Asian 
chieftain  had  murdered  the  sixth  Dalai  Lama  and  had  taken  most  of  Tibet,  where  his 
armies  killed  and  looted  for  some  years.  The  monks  of  the  powerful  Yellow  Cap  sect 
invited  Ts’ewang  Araptan  to  turn  out  this  Latsan  and  re-instate  the  supposed 
re-incarnation  of  the  sixth  Dalai  Lama  who  was  living  at  Sining  in  Kansu.  A 
plan  to  kidnap  this  young  man  failed  but  the  Sungar  general  Dering  Dondab 
defeated  Latsan  Khan  in  1717  and  turned  his  followers  out  of  Tibet.  However, 
in  the  following  year  he  also  defeated  a  Chinese  army  of  the  emperor  Sheng-tsK 
who  had  finally  decided  to  secure  and  to  pacify  this  dangerous  western  border 
country  which,  not  for  the  first  time  in  history,  was  again  ablaze. 

The  Sungars  made  themselves  very  unpopular  in  Tibet  by  the  massacre  of  many 
Lamas,  the  sacking  of  many  Lama  temples  and  the  looting  of  some  of  the  leading 
houses  in  Lhasa.  It  is,  therefore,  not  surprising  that  a  great  army  of  Mongol  and 
Chinese  troops,  under  the  Chinese  general  Yin-t’i  defeated  and  turned  out  the  Sungars 
in  September  1720.  This  army  had  assembled  at  Sining  and  had  succeeded  in 
enthroning  the  new  Dalai  Lama  under  the  title  of  “  The  Ocean  of  Wisdom  and 
Bliss.” 
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In  1723  the  great  emperor  Sheng-tsu  died  and  in  the  same  year  the  Prince 
Lobdzan  Dandzin  staged  a  revolt,  in  the  Kokonor  district,  against  Chinese  suzerainity. 
This  was  easily  put  down  and  for  some  six  years  after  this  these  frontier  provinces 
enjoyed  complete  peace.  The  new  Chinese  emperor,  Shih  Tsung  (reign  title 
Yung  Cheng  1723-1736)  continued  the  same  policies  as  his  father  and  the  Chinese 
mandate  in  Tibet  dates  from  this  period,  the  Chinese  having  secured,  in  large  part, 
the  goodwill  of  the  Yellow  Cap  Lamas.  After  years  of  so  much  slaughter  and 
bloodshed  it  was  natural  that  the  Chinese  policy  of  pacification  should  be  actively 
carried  on  in  many  spheres  and  it  seems  not  unlikely  that  this  coin  was  minted, 
in  persuance  of  such  a  policy,  in  1723  or  soon  after.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose 
that  it  would  help  to  create  a  certain  amount  of  goodwill  among  Tibetans  for  their 
Chinese  overlords. 

A  mint  had  been  established  at  Yung  Ch’uan  in  Kansu  in  1643  but  it  seems 
only  to  have  been  sporadically  active.  In  1723  or  1724  a  new  mint  was  set  up  at 
Huang-Chung  in  Kansu  (the  old  name  for  Sining)  probably  because  of  the  town’s 
increasing  importance  following  its  role  in  the  eventful  happenings  recounted 
above.  The  founding  of  a  mint  at  a  suitable  town  after  the  subjugation  of  a  border 
people  was  a  principle  of  Manchu  policy  as,  for  example,  the  inauguration  of  the 
mint  in  Kweichow  after  the  defeat  there  of  the  Miao  aboriginees.  It  seems  to  be 
quite  possible,  therefore,  that  this  coin  was  one  of  the  first  productions  of  this  new 
mint  at  Sining  and  that  it  was  made  in  1723  or  one  of  the  immediately  following 
years.  If  this  is  so,  it  has  therefore  some  importance  as  a  document  of  Chinese 
Tibetan  policies. 


AN  ANTWERP  PAIR.

A  relic  of  the  defeat  of  Napoleon  is  the  fairly  common  Antwerp  siege-piece. 
As  the  Allies  advanced  through  Belgium  in  January  1814  a  Napoleonic  garrison 
under  Carnot  held  on  in  Antwerp,  surrendering  in  mid-April  after  news  of 
Napoleon’s  departure  for  Elba. 

There  are  two  sorts  of  this  “  Monnaie  Obsidionale  most  having  the  “n” 
initial  of  Napoleon;  but  some  have  entwined  “  l’s,”  which  is  the  monogram  of  the 
Louis  kings  of  France.  These  pieces  were  evidently  struck  by  the  Allies  after 
Antwerp’s  surrender,  in  the  name  of  Louis  XVI 11. 


But  why  so?  At  the  Congress  of  Vienna  in  1814  Belgium  was  placed  under  the 
King  of  the  Netherlands,  William  I,  remaining  Dutch  until  the  revolution  of  1830 
when  she  gained  complete  independence. 

Surely  this  entwined  “  l’s  ”  type  reflects  the  wish  of  the  Belgian  people,  who  in 
1814  wished  to  remain  part  of  France !  This  wish  was  not  allowed  by  the  Allies,  as 
Britain  could  not  see  Antwerp  in  the  hands  of  a  powerful,  and  potentially  hostile, 
nation. 
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DICTIONARY  OF  METALLIC  TICKETS. 

Some  Corrections,

I  append  corrections,  in  the  light  of  experience,  to  certain  passages  in  my  article 

Dictionary  of  Birmingham  Makers  of  Metallic  Tickets  .  .  .  during  .  .  .  the  19th  century 

which  appeared  in  the  Bulletin  in  1960. 

1960  Bulletin 

Page 

142  Halliday.  The  third  and  fourth  lines  should  read  : 

“  The  date  of  Halliday’s  medals  are  1797-1854,  partly  posthumous.  He  ran 
his  own  business  at  69  Newhall  Street  from  about  1810  until  his  death  in  1844.” 

180  Hinks.  Against  Smith  &  Hinks,  the  first  five  lines  should  read  : 

“  The  firm  started  with  this  style  as  successors  (‘  late  T.  Halliday  ’)  to  the 
business  at  69  Newhall  Street  of  Thomas  Halliday  following  his  death  in  1844; 
may  have  gone  on  as  far  as  1849  ; .  .  .  ” 

182  Ingram.  Thomas  Wells  Ingram  “  of  Bradford  Street  ”  died  in  1844  at 
the  age  of  45.  Yet  medals  signed  by  him  were  dated  from  1806  to  1841  (inter¬ 
mittently)  and  1846;  and  a  business  was  run  in  his  name  from  1827  to  1864. 
These  dates  produce  a  mystery  as  to  whether  more  than  one  generation  of  the 
family  bore  this  full  name.  For  example,  if  1806  were  a  true  issue  date,  the 
medal  concerned  would  have  had  to  be  the  work  of  the  above  Ingram  at  the  age 
of  about  7  years  (not  impossible  at  that  period  of  child  geniuses — Mozart,  the 
actor  William  Betty,  the  engraver  J.  G.  Hancock,  junior)  or  else  his  father,  if 
identically  named. 

Regarding  my  mention  of  the  fact,  which  somehow  had  never  previously  been 
brought  to  light,  that  one  of  the  sets  of  initials  on  the  military  type  Washington 
cent  token  bearing  date  1783  was  the  signature  of  Thos.  Wells  Ingram,  I  am 
happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  this  enigmatic  token  has  at  long  last  been  sub¬ 
jected  to  investigatory  research.  It  and  certain  other  well  known  types  of 
Washington  cents  formed  the  subject  of  a  careful  circumstantial  study.  The  Origin 
of  the  Washington  1783  Cents  read  by  Dr.  George  Fuld,  of  Baltimore,  at  the 
A.N.A.  Convention  held  on  20th  August  1964;  in  the  course  of  which  he 
demonstrated  that  none  of  the  group  could  conceivably  have  been  struck  before 
1815  and  that  they  most  likely  belonged  to  around  1820.  The  T.W.I.  identi¬ 
fication,  our  pooled  information  about  Ingram,  and  Dr.  Fuld’s  own  specialized 
knowledge  of  Washington  portraiture,  assisted  him  to  reach  the  above  con¬ 
clusion  and  also  led  him  to  originate  a  solution  of  the  baffling  other  set  of 
initials  E.S.  on  the  military  type  cent.  This,  in  brief,  is  that  Ingram  copied  the 
portrait  and  the  artist’s  initials  from  mezzotint  copies  circulated  over  here  of 
the  military  portrait  of  Washington  executed  in  oils  in  1789  by  the  American 
artist  Edward  Savage. 

183  Kettle.  This  was  indeed  a  Birmingham  firm,  but  the  business  terminated 
just  prior  to  the  period  covered  by  this  Dictionary.  I  published  a  summary 
of  its  activities  on  page  185  of  the  British  Numismatic  Journal  for  1960. 

233  Pope  &  Co.  I  can  now  elucidate  the  |d-sized  white  metal  token 
(Batty  H/936)  cited  at  the  end  of  that  entry,  reading  : — 

Obv.  “  Pope  &  Co.  Makers  Birmingham.” 

Rev.  “  I  Yngo-  San  Sebastian  1855.” 
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Firstly,  the  Spanish  abbreviations  “  Yngo.”  and  “  Ingo.”  are  a  common  feature 
of  Latin  American  estate  tokens,  representing  “  Yngenio  ”  and  newer  spelling 
“  Ingenio,”  and  mean  “  Factory.”  The  fraction,  as  previously  stated,  indicates 
the  denomination  |-real.  Finally,  the  attribution  is  probably  the  Cuban  sugar 
estate  factory  Yngenio  San  Sebastian  located  at  Moron  in  the  Cuban  province 
of  Santiago  de  Cuba. 

This  attribution  is  based  on  H.  A.  Ramsden’s  A  List  of  Tokens  &  Paper 
Notes  issued  for  the  use  of  Sugar  Estates  in  the  Island  of  Cuba  (1904),  which 
includes  (nos.  119-122)  metric  tokens  for  SI,  50c.,  10c.  and  5c.  bearing  the 
name  of  the  above  factory.  There  is  nothing  inconsistent  about  the  currency 
systems;  although  Ramsden  had  not  encountered  the  token  struck  by  Pope 
&  Co.,  his  list  contains  other  examples  of  estates  whose  earlier  tokens  are  in 
Spanish  currency  and  their  later  tokens  in  U.S.A.  currency  system. 

312  Smith 'Kemp/ Wright.  The  last  sentence  of  this  entry  should  be 
)  amended  to  say  that  Wright  was  John  Skirrow  Wright  (1832-80),  a  prom¬ 
inent  Birmingham  citizen  and  Liberal  leader. 

MAXEN  WLEDIG  WRITES  .  .  . 

Beware  of  Imitations  ! 

At  first  glance  it  looked  like  a  paxs  penny  of  William  I.  Then  I  noticed  that 
it  was  thicker  than  it  should  be  and  the  edge  showed  the  betraying  line  which 
immediately  told  me  it  had  been  made  in  two  halves.  I  told  him  it  v/as  an  electro¬ 
type,  expecting  to  see  his  disappointment. 

“  I  know  it’s  a  copy,”  he  said.  “  I  expect  every  G.P.  in  the  country  has  one.” 

I  investigated  the  matter,  and  found  to  my  horror  that  what  he  said  was  true.  A 
drug  laboratory  as  part  of  an  advertising  campaign  is  sending  out  to  G.P.s  all  over 
the  country  a  series  of  copies  of  ancient  coins.  At  the  time  of  writing  they  have  so 
far  distributed  electrotypes  of  a  drachm  of  Alexander  the  Great  and  the  penny  of 
William  to  which  I  have  alluded,  but  more  are  to  follow,  and  already  doctors  have 
received  a  cardboard  case  in  which  to  mount  the  series. 

These  electrotypes,  which  even  reproduce  the  toning  of  the  original  coins,  are  not 
likely  to  fool  the  experienced  collector  who  will  be  able  to  recognize  their  falsity 
immediately.  But  a  beginner  could  quite  easily  be  taken  in  by  one  if  he  were  shown 
it  in  a  badly  lit  antique  shop.  There  is  little  danger  of  this  happening  at  present, 
when  the  coin-collecting  world  is  aware  of  this  sudden  flow  of  copies,  but  who  may 
.  be  misled  by  them  say  ten  years  from  now,  when  some  may  fall  into  the  hands  of 
f  unscrupulous  antique  dealers  ? 

The  firm  distributing  these  describe  them  as  “  exact  replicas  ”  on  the  card  which 
accompanies  each,  but  the  card  is  soon  discarded.  Unlike  the  British  Museum  they 
have  no  “  signature  ”  on  the  coins  in  the  field  to  show  that  they  are  copies  and  not 
originals.  It  is  a  matter  of  grave  concern  to  numismatists  that  they  should  have 
chosen  this  way  of  selling  their  wares. 

A  Lanark  Sterling  of  Alexander  III. 

My  attention  is  drawn  to  a  new  Class  III  sterling  of  Alexander  III,  with  the 
reverse  legend  reading  wilam  on  l,  the  ‘  n  ’  of  ‘  on  ’  being  ligatured  with  the  arm 
of  the  cross.’  This  would  seem  to  be  a  variant  of  the  type  without  the  ligature.  The 
coin  was  sold  by  this  firm  in  1957,  but  its  pedigree  is  not  known.  The  typology  of 
the  coins  of  the  Lanark  mint  may  now  be  summarized  as  follows  : 

Class  II.  Obv.  Small  young  head  with  close  fitting  cap.  Two  coins  of  this  class 
are  known.  (Both  now  in  the  Museum  of  Antiquities  in  Edinburgh). 
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Both  are  from  the  Brussels  Hoard.  (Baldwin  32  &  33).  The  legends 
read  wilam  on  la,  the  n  of  on  being  ligatured  with  the  cross  on 
Baldwin  32. 

Class  III.  Obv.  Head  left,  neat  crown,  sceptre  with  cross  pomee.  There  are  seven 
reverse  identities  now  known,  with  legends  reading  wilam  on  l  (two 
types),  WILAM  ON  LA,  WILAM  ON  LAN,  WILAM  ON  LA  (with  omate  sceptre) 
and  WILAM  ON  LANAR.  In  addition  there  is  one  with  the  reading 
TER  wi  LAN  ER.  (Five  of  these  are  in  the  Museum  of  Antiquities  in 
Edinburgh). 

Class  V.  A  variety  of  class  VI.  Obv.  Head  1.  with  neat  crown  and  large  plain 
letters.  One  reverse  type  of  Lanark. 

Class  VI.  As  class  V.  but  head  r.  Rev.  ter  wi  lan  er.  (In  the  Museum  of 
Antiquities).

The  History  of  British  Numismatic  Thought — II. 

In  my  last  column  I  made  some  observations  on  the  origins  of  numismatics,  and 
in  this  column  I  shall  now  turn  my  attention  to  British  numismatics  in  the  sixteenth 
and  early  seventeenth  century. 

The  first  numismatist  of  note  was  William  Camden  (1551-1623),  a  classical 
scholar  and  one  of  the  founders  of  archaeology  in  Britain.  Camden  is  best  known 
for  his  work  the  “  Britannia,”  a  book  which  was  concerned  with  a  wide  range  of 
topics  relating  to  British  antiquity.  In  it  he  devoted  a  considerable  section  to  the 
history  of  British  coinage,  prefacing  this  with  a  discussion  on  the  origins  of  coinage 
itself.  He  was  scholarly  and  analytical  in  his  approach,  and  he  drew  his  information 
from  a  wide  range  of  sources.  He  was  the  first  person  to  identify  the  mint  mark 
CAMV  on  Celtic  coins  and  to  attribute  it  to  Colchester  and  he  also  realised  that  the 
PLN  (which  he  read  as  pls)  mint  mark  on  Roman  coins  denoted  that  they  were  struck 
in  London.  By  studying  a  wide  range  of  Saxon  coins  he  tried  to  calculate  the 
number  of  money ers  in  each  city,  and  which  cities  had  the  most  important  mints. 
This  was  the  foundation  on  which  later  scholars  were  to  build,  for  Camden  showed 
that  numismatics  was  a  precise  and  rewarding  study. 

In  the  early  seventeenth  century  coin  collecting  became  a  popular  pursuit.  Prince 
Henry,  the  brother  of  Charles  I,  had  a  large  collection,  and  Archbishop  Laud,  who  is,  ^ 
of  course,  infamous  for  his  attempts  to  re-establish  bishops  in  Scotland,  gave  a 
collection  to  the  Bodleian  Library  in  Oxford  in  1636,  a  few  Greek  coins  from  this 
collection  still  remaining  there.  This  collection  incorporated  the  Barcham 
collection,  which  was  regarded  as  the  “  best  collection  of  any  clergyman  in  England.” 

It  is  particularly  interesting  to  note  in  this  connection  that  not  only  Ancient  coins 
were  represented,  but  that  Barcham  also  collected  contemporary  European  coins, 
perhaps  one  of  the  first  collections  of  “  modern  ”  coins  to  be  formed. 

The  seventeenth  century  is  an  important  one  in  the  history  of  antiquarianism, 
including  numismatics,  for  at  this  time  coin  collecting  was  considered  all  one  with 
the  other  dilettante  pursuits  of  the  “  gentleman  of  leisure,”  such  as  prehistory, 
heraldry  or  folk  lore.  These  gentlemen  travelled  round  Britain,  recording  all  the 
anecdotes  they  heard  and  the  observations  they  made  in  flowery  English  in  massive 
notebooks.  The  “  Grand  Tour  ”  of  Europe  was  perhaps  not  yet  an  essential 
feature  of  the  lives  of  fashionable  people,  for  that  was  to  become  an  interesting  facet 
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of  the  numismatics  of  the  following  century,  when  collectors  brought  back  coins 
from  Italy  and  further  afield.  But  nevertheless  antiquarianism  was  already  fashion¬ 
able,  and  among  a  host  of  lesser  writers  one  might  single  out  John  Aubrey,  whose 
observations  on  Stonehenge  and  Avebury  still  provide  archaeologists  wdth  useful 
information  which  would  otherwise  have  been  lost.  But  Aubrey,  like  his  contem¬ 
poraries,  was  content  to  speculate  on  coinage,  its  origins  and  development.  It  was 
left  to  the  host  of  eighteenth  century  antiquaries  to  turn  numismatics  into  a  systematic 
study. 

Correction. 

In  the  first  of  my  columns  I  alluded  to  some  coin  finds  at  Winchester.  This  was 
before  Mr.  Richard  Reece,  who  is  reporting  on  the  finds,  had  examined  the  coins 
and  the  contexts  in  which  they  were  found.  I  described  the  minims  as  “  fourth 
century  ”  from  the  Tow'er  Street  site.  I  should  have  said  that  though  there  are 
fourth  century  minims  they  are  on  present  evidence  of  the  ‘  Urbs  Roma,’  ‘  Fel. 
Temp.  Rep.’  and  ‘  Gloria  Exercitus  ’  type,  and  not  radiate,  as  I  implied.  For  this 
error  I  must  offer  my  sincere  apologies  both  to  Mr.  Reece  and  to  my  readers.

A  fine  one  is  Queen  Anne’s,  and  in  numbers  it  has  strength. 

Then  came  the  house  of  Brunswick,  George  1,  2,  3,  and  4, 

This  brings  our  crowns  to  15,  and  leaves  us  still  three  more. 

William  the  4th,  of  Brunswick,  and  his  “  Pattern  ”  crown  came  next. 

The  16th,  and  a  rare  one,  which  Collectors  like  next  best. 

But  our  late  loved  Queen  Victoria’s  is  the  favourite  of  all.

The  18th  is  a  fine  one,  we  shall  use  it  long  we  trust.

Marrakesh  Meeting  inspired  Churchill  Crown  Design.  A  chance  meeting  in 
Marrakesh  in  1950  between  Sir  Winston  Churchill  and  Jugoslav-born  sculptor  Oscar  Nemon 
resulted  in  Mr.  Nemon  being  responsible  for  the  design  of  the  special  5s.  piece  being  minted 
to  commemorate  Sir  Winston.  The  coin,  the  first  to  bear  the  head  of  a  commoner  together 
w'ith  that  of  the  Queen,  will  be  issued  by  banks  all  over  the  country  from  October  and  it  will 
be  legal  tender. 
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Mr.  Nemon,  who  is  now  a  British  citizen  living  in  London  became  a  close  friend  of 
Sir  Winston,  and  he  was  chosen  by  Sir  Winston  to  create  the  marble  bust  of  himself  to  be 
given  to  the  Queen  for  Windsor  Castle.  It  is  from  this  work  that  Mr.  Nemon  took  his  design 
for  the  coin. 

On  the  crown  Sir  Winston  is  depicted  in  the  siren  suit,  his  familiar  war-time  apparel. 

Yorkshire  Evening  Post  {Leeds) ^  4th  August ^  1965 

Treasure  Hunt  in  Delaware  Bay.  A  renewed  search  is  being  made  for  the  sunken 
treasure  of  Spanish  gold  and  silver,  valued  at  several  million  dollars,  in  a  British  warship 
which  lies  at  the  bottom  of  Delaware  Bay  off  the  east  coast  of  the  United  States.  The  ship 
is  the  British  sloop  De  Braak,  which  sank  in  a  gale  in  May,  1798,  with  a  crew  of  34,  more  than 
100  prisoners  of  war,  and  a  cargo  of  gold,  silver  and  copper. 

The  search  is  being  made  by  a  company  consisting  of  three  Philadelphians  who  have 
already  spent  S80,000  (about  £2d>,500)  on  locating  the  wreck  and  preparing  to  recover  its 
contents.  They  have  been  granted  an  exclusive  three-year  salvage  permit  by  the  state  of 
Delaware  and  the  United  States  Navy  has  approved  the  venture. 

“  This  is  no  search  for  sunken  treasure,”  according  to  Mr.  Louis  de  Cerchio,  one  of  the 
promoters.  “  We  have  had  men  on  the  De  Braak  six  times  where  portions  of  her  are  not 
buried  in  the  silt.  We  know  where  she  lies.  When  our  head  diver  goes  down  he  will  know 
exactly  where  to  look.  So  will  the  other  two  divers.  All  things  being  equal  we  hope  to  bring 
up  the  De  Braak  by  the  middle  of  October.” — TimeSy  4th  August,  1965. 

Crime  Report. 

(1)  Dozen  medals  have  been  stolen  from  Tiverton  Museum,  Devon. — Daily  Mail,  19 th 
August,  1965. 

(2)  Dorset  police  are  seeking  a  thief  who  broke  into  Portland  Museum  and  stole  60  coins 
between  200  and  2,000  years  old.  The  theft  was  discovered  yesterday. 

The  coins,  mostly  Roman  were  in  a  glass  cabinet.  One  of  them  is  dated  14  b.c.  A 
police  spokesman  said  yesterday  the  thief  was  far  more  likely  to  have  been  a  hard-up  holiday 
maker  than  a  crooked  collector. — Yorkshire  Post,  2^th  August,  1965. 

(3)  Thieves  broke  into  Poole  Museum  over  the  week-end  and  stole  a  collection  of  coins 
ranging  from  farthings  to  Coronation  crown  pieces. 

The  museum  is  over  Poole  Library  in  South  Road  and  coins  are  prominently  featured  in 
the  museum  layout. 

The  thieves’  haul  included  two  5s.  Coronation  pieces  of  Elizabeth  II  and  two  crowns  of 
George  V  and  George  VI.  Also  taken  were  some  antique  Georgian  watch  mechanisms. — 
Bournemouth  Evening  Echo,  \0th  August,  1963. 

[We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  coins  reported  stolen  from  the  St.  Ives  Museum 
and  from  the  Chateau  Ramzay  in  our  March  Bulletin  were  later  recovered,  and  also  a  portion 
of  the  extensive  haul  of  coins  from  Yale  University  were  recently  found  in  Chicago. — Ed.] 

THE  MEDALS  OF  THE  GERMAN  STATES 
FOR  THE  1808-1815  CAMPAIGN. 

By  Alec  A.  Purves. 

For  a  century  and  a  half  the  Battle  of  Waterloo  has  interested  students  of  military 
matters,  whether  their  interests  be  medals,  uniforms,  weapons,  tactics,  or  regimental 
history.  Among  medal  collectors  this  interest  extends  to  medals  and  decorations 
for  the  campaign  leading  up  to  Waterloo,  particularly  those  issued  by  the  German 
States  to  commemorate  their  struggle  to  liberate  Europe  from  Napoleonic 
domination. 

Apart  from  a  far  from  complete  survey  in  Burke’s  Book  of  Orders  of  Knighthood 
and  Decorations  of  Honour,  published  in  1858  (and  itself  virtually  a  translation  of 
Wahlen’s  Ordres  de  Chevalerie  et  Marques  d’Honneur,  1844,  but  not  indicated  as 
such),  and  an  occasional  reference  to  a  few  of  the  Waterloo  medals  in  other  books, 
there  has  been  virtually  nothing  published  in  English  about  these  awards,  and  the 
many  keen  collectors  must  be  able  to  read  German  to  obtain  their  information — 
and  even  then  most  of  the  books  are  rare. 
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For  the  basis  of  the  following  details,  the  writer  is  indebted  to  the  notes,  in 
Dutch  and  German,  compiled  by  a  Dutch  collector  now  dead,  who  specialised  in 
medals  of  the  Napoleonic  era.  Most  of  the  items  have  been  checked  against  actual 
medals,  and  a  few  minor  discrepancies  have  been  noted;  in  a  few  cases  his  dimensions 
are,  say,  1  mm.  dilferent  from  examples  of  the  medals.  This  is  undoubtedly  due  to 
two  factors ;  first,  many  medals  do  not  measure  an  exact  number  of  millimetres  in 
diameter,  etc.,  and  one  writer  will  quote  the  higher,  another  the  lower  measurement; 
secondly,  in  several  cases  more  than  one  pair  of  dies  was  used,  or  the  medals  were 
struck  by  more  than  one  manufacturer,  consequently  slight  variations  occur,  both 
in  size  and  minor  details  of  design.  In  the  interests  of  economy,  the  details  quoted 
have  been  abbreviated;  all  medals  can  be  taken  as  circular  unless  otherwise  stated, 
and  the  figure  given  in  millimetres  is  the  approximate  diameter;  in  many  cases  the 
obv.  shows  the  ruler’s  head,  with  usual  titles,  but  the  latter  are  usually  omitted  as 
the  name  of  the  ruler  is  sufficient  for  identification,  being  incorporated  in  the  titles. 
In  some  instances  minor  details  of  design  have  been  omitted,  but  only  such  as  will 
not  hinder  identification. 


ANHALT-KOTHEN.  War  Medal,  1813-15.  Iron,  30  mm.  Obv.  Crowned 
L  in  laurel  wreath.  Rev.  Within  two  oak  branches,  den  vaterlands  vertheidigern 
{To  the  defenders  of  the  Fatherland),  With.  xhQddXQOv  d2^.tso^st^:w\CQ.  :  1813, 1813-1814, 
1813-1814-1815,  1813-1815,  1814,  1814-1815,  1815.  Ribbon,  35  mm.,  half  green, 
half  white. 

ANHALT-BERNBURG.  War  Medal,  Iron,  30  mm.  Obv.  Crowned 

AFC  in  laurel  wreath.  Rev.  as  previous,  with  dates  1814-1815.  Ribbon,  35  mm. 
Anhalt  green  with  7  mm.  white  side  stripes. 

ANH ALT-DESS AU.  Campaign  Cross,  1813-1815.  iE  Cross,  28  mm.,  with  a 
green  enamelled  laurel  wreath  between  the  arms.  Obv.  L.  F.  franz,  H.z.A.  Rev. 
ANHALTS  BRAVEN  KRIEGERN,  1813-1815  {AnhaWs  brave  troops)',  another  die  has 
TEPFERN  in  place  of  braven,  with  dates  1814-1815.  Ribbon,  36  mm.,  is  in  3  equal 
stripes  of  white,  green,  and  red,  and  was  instituted  in  1816  as  a  mark  of  distinction; 
the  cross  was  given  in  1823  to  holders  of  the  ribbon. 

BADEN.  Field  Service  Decoration.  Instituted  in  1839,  A.,  31  mm.  Obv.  a  griffon 
holding  the  shield  of  Baden  and  a  sword;  above,  fur  badens  ehre  (For  the  honour 
of  Baden).  Rev.  Within  an  oak  wreath,  leopold/fur/treuen  dienst/im/kriege 
{For  faithful  service  in  war).  Ribbon,  yellow  with  red  side  stripes  and  white  edges, 
carrying  a  bronze  clasp,  38  x  5  mm.,  with  various  combinations  of  dates  from 
1806  to  1815  (also  issued  with  later  clasps,  1848-1849,  1866,  1870,  1871,  and 
1870-1871). 

BAVARIA.  Miilitary  Commemorative  Decoration  for  1813-14.  ^  Cross  (gilded 

for  officers),  32  mm.,  with  rounded  ends  to  the  arms.  Obv.  M.j.  in  laurel  wreath; 
on  the  arms  of  the  cross,  fur/die/jahre/1813  und  1814  {For  the  years  1813  and 
1814).  Rev.  a  lion  in  a  laurel  wreath;  on  the  arms:  konig/und/vater/land 
{King  and  Fatherland).  Ribbon,  35  mm.,  v/hite  v/ith  light  blue  and  black  edges. 

Medal  for  Military  Officials  for  1813-14.  iE,  30  mm.  The  obv.  shows  the  cross 
of  the  Mil.  Commem.  Decoration,  as  above,  but  with  m  in  place  of  m.j.,  and  with 
rays  between  the  arms  of  the  cross.  Rev.  shows  the  rev.  of  the  cross,  with  rays 
between  the  arms.  Ribbon  as  previous. 

BRUNSWICK.  Medal  for  Military  Merit,  1815.  ^  or  iE,  33  mm.  Obv.  head 
of  Duke  Carl,  left,  with  titles.  Rev.  in  an  oak  and  laurel  wreath,  fur  militar 
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VERDIENSTE.  1815  {For  Military  Merit).  Ribbon,  light  blue  with  white  edge 
stripes.  It  is  believed  that  only  two  were  awarded  to  officers,  presumably  in  silver, 
and  that  the  medal,  so  very  rare,  was  later  copied  in  silver  and  bronze,  for  sale 
(with  unissued  originals)  to  collectors. 

Cross  of  Honour  for  1809  Campaign.  Instituted  1824.  An  8-pointed 
cross,  in  silver-gilt  or  bronze,  with  a  green  oak  wreath  between  the  arms.  Obv.,  on 
the  central  medallion,  the  arms  of  Brunswick ;  the  four  arms  of  the  cross  are  lettered : 
carl/friedrich/august/wilhelm.  Rev.  the  central  medallion  has  the  date,  1809, 
while  the  arms  of  the  cross  have  :  fur/treue/und/tapferkeit  {For  loyalty  and 
bravery).  Ribbon,  cornflower  blue. 

Medal  of  Honour  for  the  Campaign  in  Spain  and  Portugal,  1810-14. 
yR  (for  officers)  and  iE,  34  mm.  Obv.  a  trophy  of  arms  and  two  entwined  C’s. 
Rev.  PENINSULA  in  a  wreath.  Ribbon,  originally  40  mm.,  later  36  mm.,  carmine  red. 
The  medal  was  given  in  1824,  by  Duke  Carl,  to  the  troops  who  served  with  the 
British  in  the  Peninsular  Campaign  under  Duke  Friedrich  Wilhelm  (who  fell  at 
Quatre  Bras,  in  1815). 

Waterloo  Medal,  1815.  Ns,  34  mm.,  made  from  captured  guns,  and  instituted 
in  1818  by  George,  Prince  Regent  of  Gt.  Britain  (as  guardian  of  the  young  princes 
of  Brunswick).  head  of  Duke  Friedrich  Wilhelm,  left,  with  title.  Rev.  1815 

in  wreath,  around  which  is,  Braunschweig  seinen  kriegern  {Brunswick  to  her  troops) 
and  QUATREBRAS  UND  WATERLOO.  Ribbon,  40  mm.,  sulphur  yellow  with  8  mm. 
light  blue  side  stripes.  The  medals  are  named  on  the  edge. 

Waterloo  “  Ducat  of  Honour,''  1815.  This  little  known  award  is  interesting, 
if  somewhat  irregular.  Duke  Friedrich  Wilhelm,  who  was  killed  at  Quatre  Bras, 
had  given  his  sons,  Carl  and  Wilhelm,  eight  silver  ducats,  struck  in  Holland  in  1814. 
After  Waterloo,  these  were  converted  into  “  medals  ”  by  the  addition  of  a  soldered 
ring,  and  were  awarded  to  five  under-officers  and  three  “  other  ranks,”  for  meri¬ 
torious  service  at  Waterloo.  They  were  worn  from  a  light  blue  ribbon.  In  1834 
they  were  replaced  by  the  newly  instituted  Cross  of  Merit,  2nd  Class,  of  the  Order 
of  Henry  the  Lion. 

BREMEN.  War  Medal  for  the  Hanseatic  Legion,  1813-14.  iR,  35  mm.  (some¬ 
times  seen  in  gold).  This  appears  to  be  a  joint  issue  for  Bremen,  Hamburg,  and 
Liibeck,  the  three  Hanseatic  Towns.  Obv.  the  shields  of  the  three  towns:  above, 
GOTT  WAR  MIT  UNS  {God  was  with  us).  Rev.  dem  vaterlandischen  kampfe  1813-1814 
ZUM  ANDENKEN  {In  memory  of  the  Fatherland' s  battles);  surrounded  by,  hanseatische 
LEGION  -  LUBECK  -  BREMEN  -  HAMBURG.  Ribbon,  half  red,  half  white,  35  mm. 

FRANKFURT-AM-MAIN.  Cross  of  Honour  for  Officers  of  the  Line,  1814. 
An  iron  cross,  39  mm.  (a  number  were  made  in  1815,  38  mm.  across),  black,  edged 
gilt.  Obv.  in  centre,  deutsch/land;  on  the  arms  of  the  cross  :  a.i./f.i./f.w./1814 
(representing  Alexander  I,  Franz  I,  and  Friedrich  Wilhelm),  Rev.  in  the  centre, 
H.  xiii,  R.G.  (Heinrich  XHI  of  Reuss-Greiz,  the  founder).  Ribbon,  40  mm.,  black, 
yellow,  and  deep  orange,  separated  by  narrow  white  stripes. 

War  Medal  for  Officers  and  Men  of  Line  and  Landwehr,  1814.  ^R,  31  mm. 

Obv.  heraldic  eagle  and  freie  stadt  frankfurt  {Free  City)  Rev.  1814  in  oak  wreath. 
Records  of  the  ribbon  vary  from  different  sources;  one  gives  it  as  white  with  a  red 
centre  stripe  and  narrow  red  stripes:  another  gives  the  ribbons  for  this  medal  and 
the  next  two,  as  four  red  and  three  white  stripes  for  combatants,  and  the  reverse 
for  non-combatants;  a  third  source  gives  similar  ribbons  but  with  the  side  stripes 
slightly  wider  than  the  centre  stripe.  Instituted  1846,  and  84  given  to  survivors. 

War  Medal  for  Officers  and  Men,  1815.  A  similar  medal  to  the  previous,  but 
34  mm.,  the  rev.  having,  within  a  wreath,  frankfurts  streitern  im  bunde,  1815 
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{Frankfurt's  conflicts  in  the  Confederation).  225  awarded,  and  one  in  gold  attached 
to  the  regimental  colours. 

War  Medal  for  the  Volunteers'  Battalion^  1814.  /R,  35  mm.  Obv.  the  eagle  of 

the  city  arms,  with  s.p.q.f.,  and  gott  sprach  es  werde  light  und  es  ward  light 
{God  said  “  Let  there  be  light and  there  was  light).  Rev.  fur  deutsghlands 
BEFREIUNG,  1813-1814  {For  Germany's  liberation),  encircled  by,  SGHAAR  der  frei- 
WILLIGEN  VON  FRANKFURT  AM  MAIN  {Volunteers'  Battn.,  of  Frankfurt).  Ribbon, 
red  with  three  white  stripes. 

HANOVER.  War  Medal  for  Volunteers  q/  1813.  FL,  about  35  mm.  Obv.  shows 
a  cross  patee  with  crowned  initials,  e.a.r.,  and  1813  below.  Rev.  1813  in  wreath. 
Ribbon,  35  mm.,  white  with  wide  yellow  side  stripes.  The  medal  was  awarded  in 
1841,  and  was  made  from  captured  guns.  Examples  are  found  unofficially  gilded, 
but  5  are  believed  to  have  been  issued  in  gold. 

War  Medal  for  Vols.  in  the  King's  German  Legion,  1814.  Similar  to  the  previous 
medal,  with  same  obv.  but  omitting  the  date.  Rev.  tapfer  und  treu  {Brave  and 
loyal),  encircled  by  konigligh  deutsghe  legion,  all  within  a  wreath.  It 
has  the  same  ribbon  as  the  previous,  and  was  given,  in  1841,  to  those  who  had 
served  until  the  Peace  of  Paris ;  most  of  the  recipients,  if  they  survived  long  enough, 
also  received  the  British  M.G.S.  Medal,  1793-1814. 

Medal  of  the  Guelphic  Order.  36  mm.,  attached  to  the  Guelphic  Order,  as 
an  award  for  bravery  for  “  other  ranks.”  Obv.  head  of  the  Prince  Regent  (of 
Britain  and  Hanover),  with  titles  and  date,  1815.  Rev.  verdienst  ums  vaterland 
{Merit  for  the  Fatherland),  in  a  laurel  wreath.  Ribbon,  38  mm.,  light  blue.  The 
name,  rank,  and  regiment  of  the  recipient  is  impressed  on  the  edge. 

Waterloo  Medal,  1815.  35  mm.  Instituted  1817.  Obv.  similar  to  previous 

Rev.  WATERLOO,  JUN.  xviii,  with  a  small  trophy  of  arms  above,  and  laurel  branches 
below;  around  is  hannoversgher  tapferkeit  {Hanoverian  bravery).  Ribbon,  37  mm., 
usually  described  (and  supplied)  as  dark  red  with  5  mm.  light  blue  edges,  but  there 
seems  to  be  a  strong  possibility  that  it  was  originally  identical  with  the  British 
Waterloo  ribbon,  and  has  acquired  a  change  of  shade  over  the  years,  perhaps  from 
a  re-issue  being  copied  from  an  old  ribbon  with  faded  blue  edges.  The  medal  is 
named,  as  previous,  in  impressed  capitals. 

HESSE-KASSEL.  War  Medal  for  1814-15.  This  medal,  about  30  mm.,  was 
given  in  bronze  (from  captured  guns)  to  combatants,  and  in  cast  iron  to  non- 
combatants.  Obv.  K.W.II  SEINEN  TAPFERN  HESSEN,  1821  {Elector  Wilhelm  II  to  his 
^  brave  Hessians),  within  a  wreath.  Rev.  a  cross  patee,  with  dates,  1814-1815,  and 
the  “  Iron  Helm  ”  above,  all  within  gott  bragh  des  feindes  maght  und  hessen 
WAR  BEFREIDT  {God  broke  the  enemy's  power,  and  Hesse  was  liberated).  The  bronze 
medal  is  impressed  on  the  edge,  AUS  erobertem  gesghutz  {From  captured  cannon). 
Ribbons,  for  comffiatants,  sky  blue  with  carmine  side  stripes;  for  non-combatants, 
white  with  carmine  edges. 

HESSE-HOMBURG.  Silver  Swords  Cross,  1814-15.  This  unusual  decoration 
was  struck  in  silver,  consisting  of  two  Roman  swords,  the  vertical  one  being  53  mm. 
long,  and  the  horizontal,  44  mm.,  bound  together  by  a  saltire-wise  riband.  The 
vertical  sword  is  point  uppermost,  with  a  soldered  suspension  ring.  The  ribbon 
has  five  crimson  and  4  white  stripes,  and  carries  a  clasp,  obv.  1814-1815,  rev. 
F.L.L.  {Friedrich  Ludwig,  Landgraf).  Copies  of  the  cross  exist,  measuring 
54  mm.  x  47  mm. 

From  an  article  by  Dr.  K.  G.  Klietmann,  it  appears  that  159  of  these  crosses 
were  made  (including  some  in  silver-gilt,  somewhat  larger),  but  actually  only  four 
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were  awarded,  and  those  not  until  some  forty  years  after  the  date  of  institution  (1819) 
owing  to  a  family  disagreement.  Full  details  are  given  in  the  Ordensbriefe,  No.  5, 
of  March  1952,  or  in  the  English  translation  in  the  American  publication.  The 
Medal  Collector  (Vol.  4,  No.  2,  March-April  1953);  in  the  latter  the  illustration  was 
inadvertently  printed  upside  down. 

HESSE-DARMSTADT.  Field  Service  Decoration,  1840.  iE,  31  mm.  This 
simple  medal  was  awarded  in  1840  for  service  in  earlier  campaigns.  Obv.  crowned  L, 
and  GESTIFTET  AM  14  JUNI  1840  {Founded  ow  14  June  1840),  all  within  a  wreath. 
Rev.  FUR  TREUEN  DIENST  IM  KRIEGE  {For  faithful  service  in  war),  in  a  wreath.  Ribbon, 
36  mm.,  red  with  narrow  white  side  stripes. 

ISENBURG.  War  Medal,  1814-15.  tR,  29  mm.  Obv.  a  column  on  a  rock, 
surrounded  by  arms  and  flags,  with  j  and  1814.  Rev.  in  a  wreath,  mix  gott  furs 
VATERLAND  {With  God  for  the  Fatherland).  Ribbon,  35  mm.,  white,  with  a  broad 
black  centre  stripe,  flanked  by  narrow  pale  blue  and  yellow  side  stripes. 

LIPPE-DETMOLD.  Military  Medal  of  Merit.  M,  36  mm.  Issued  in  1832  for 
the  campaigns  of  1808-1815.  Obv.  P.A.L.  with  coronet  above;  around,  dem 
MILITAR-VERDIENSTE  {For  military  merit),  all  within  a  wreath.  Rev.  the  Rose  of 
Lippe  in  a  wreath.  Ribbon,  41  mm.,  red  with  narrow  yellow  edges. 

LIPPE-SCHAUMBURG  (See  Schaumburg-Lippe). 

MECKLENBURG-SCHWERIN.  Medal  of  Merit  for  1813-15.  N  or  M.  An 
oval  medal,  28  x  24  mm.  Obv.  an  antique  sword,  vertical,  ensigned  with  an  oak 
branch,  between  the  figures,  18  -  13.  Rev.  f.f.  above  mecklenburgs  streitern 
{To  Mecklenburg^ s  fighters).  Ribbon,  36  mm.,  light  blue,  with  yellow  and  red  edges 
(as  for  the  Order  of  the  Wendish  Crown,  but  narrower). 

Commemorative  Medal  for  1808-15  Campaign.  29  mm.  Obv.  p.f.m., 
crowned,  and  date  of  award,  1841.  Rev.  in  a  wreath,  fur  treuen  dienst  im  kriege 
{For  faithful  service  in  the  war).  Ribbon,  39  mm.,  yellow  with  carmine  and  pale 
blue  edges.  The  medal  is  named  on  the  edge.  In  1863  a  silver  clasp,  to  be  worn 
on  the  ribbon,  was  issued  to  veterans  of  1813,  bearing  the  dates,  1813-1863,  separated 
by  two  crossed  swords. 

NASSAU.  Medal  for  Bravery,  1807-18.  N  and  35  mm.  Obv.  head  of 
Duke  Friedrich  I,  rt.,  with  titles.  Rev.  der  tapferkeit  {For  bravery),  in  a  wreath 
with  six  crossed  flags  at  the  base.  The  ribbon  is  variously  described  by  old  writers 
as  sulphur  yellow  with  brown  side  stripes,  or  as  brown  with  yellow  side  stripes; 
there  would  seem  to  be  no  doubt,  however,  that  the  brown  is  an  inexplicable  mistake 
for  dark  (Nassau)  blue,  and  that  the  original  ribbon  was  blue  with  yellow  side  stripes, 
being  later  changed  to  yellow  with  blue  side  stripes. 

In  1818  one  gold  and  nine  silver  medals,  of  the  same  type  but  with  the  obv. 
showing  the  head  of  Duke  Wilhelm  I,  were  awarded  to  Waterloo  heroes,  with  the 
same  ribbon. 

Waterloo  Medal,  1815.  IR,  29  mm.  (10  given  in  gold).  Obv.  head  of  Duke 
Friedrich  August,  rt.,  with  titles.  Rev.  Victory  crowning  a  Roman  soldier;  sur¬ 
rounding  legend,  den  nassauischen  streitern  bey  Waterloo  {To  the  Nassau 
warriors  at  Waterloo);  in  the  exergue,  den  18  jUNi  1815.  Ribbon,  28  mm.,  Nassau 
blue  with  narrow  orange-yellow  edges  (a  narrow  version  of  the  Order  of  Adolph 
ribbon). 

OLDENBURG.  Military  Medal  of  Merit  for  the  1815  Campaign.  iR,  29  mm. 
Obv.  Crowned  p.  Rev.  1815  in  a  wreath.  One  usually  reliable  source  gives  the 
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ribbon  as  plain  dark  blue,  but  most  other  records  all  show  red  side  stripes,  as  for  the 
Order  of  Duke  Peter  Friedrich  Ludwig,  and  many  other  Oldenburg  medals.  This 
latter  seem  more  likely  to  be  the  correct  version.

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  on  June  22nd, 
Mr.  H.  Pagan  read  a  paper  entitled  “  Some  Burgred 
Problems.”  The  paper  opened  with  an  account  of 
the  reign  of  Burgred,  who  ruled  Mercia  from  852  to 
874.  The  Speaker  then  discussed  the  mints  of 
Canterbury,  London  and  Rochester  during  the  third 
quarter  of  the  9th  century,  and  the  relations  between 
Burgred  and  Aethelberht,  Aethelred  and  Alfred.  The 
Lunette  type  of  coin  was  struck  by  the  two  former  and 
by  Burgred  over  a  period  of  about  six  years.  This  coinage 
became  gradually  debased,  and  in  1871  the  diameter  of 
the  coins  was  reduced.  These  two  processes  were 
Linked  to  an  expansion  of  the  area  served  by  the  London 
Mint.  Burgred  struck  Lunette  coins  from  c.  863-874. 
Hoard  evidence,  particularly  that  of  Gravesend  and 
Croydon,  was  cited  to  demonstrate  the  chronology  of  the 
Lunette  coins  between  867  and  874.  Some  works  of 
reference  did  not  agree  with  this  chronology,  but  the 
speaker  believed  that  the  true  picture  was  obscured  by 
four  groups  of  coins.  These  were  : — 

1.  Modern  forgeries.  Many  of  these  were  made 
after  the  publication  of  Hawkins’  “  English  Coins  ”  in 
1841. 

2.  Tooled  coins.  Some  of  these  have  the  name 
Burgred  altered  into  Aethelred. 

3.  Contemporary  illiterate  copies. 

4.  Unofficial  copies,  often  of  good  workmanship. 
These  included  coins  struck  during  periods  of  political 
uncertainty,  during  an  interregnum,  and  coins  issued 
outside  the  main  mints  because  of  an  urgent  need  for 
coin.  The  types  of  these  unofficial  coins  and  the 
moneyers  issuing  them  were  discussed  in  some  detail. 
Regarding  the  coins  of  Burgred  himself,  it  was  difficult 
to  place  individual  coins  in  chronological  order.  The 
speaker  had  classified  the  dies  of  592  coins.  The  coins 
were  divided  into  three  groups,  an  early  group,  and 
two  other  groups,  running  contemporaneously  until 
the  end  of  the  reign. 

After  deahng  with  the  chronology  of  these  groups, 
Mr.  Pagan  concluded  by  saying  that  Burgred  might 
only  be  a  name  to  the  Anglo-Saxon  historian.  However, 
the  impact  of  his  coinage  was  to  be  seen  on  the  coins 
of  the  10th  century.  Although  the  reverse  type  of 
Burgred  which  was  used  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
10th  century  disappeared  with  the  reforms  of  Edgar, 
the  principle  that  Aethelberht  and  Burgred  had 
established,  one  type  current  throughout  England, 
was  re-introduced. 

Aberdeen  Coin  Club.  At  a  meeting  held  in  the 
Trades  Hall  Buildings,  Adelphi,  Aberdeen,  on  Wednes¬ 
day,  29th  September,  it  was  decided  to  form  a  club. 
Nineteen  members  joined — Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mathewson 
coming  from  as  far  as  Montrose  to  join. 

Office-bearers  were  appointed  as  follows:  President, 
Mr.  James  Duncan;  Secretary,  Mr.  John  Linklater,  25 
South  Mount  Street;  Treasurer,  Mr.  Alfred  Barclay. 

Meetings  are  to  be  held  the  last  Wednesday  of  each 
month  in  the  above  meeting  place  at  7.30  p.m.  Sub¬ 
scription  was  fixed  at  10/-  per  annum  and  5/-  for  lady 
members. 

The  President,  Mr.  Duncan,  will  talk  about  a  few  of 
his  Scottish  coins,  of  which  he  has  over  400,  at  the  next 
meeting  on  Wednesday,  27th  October. 

Birmingham  Num.  Soc.  On  Wednesday,  Sep¬ 
tember  15th,  having  ”  moved  on  ”  yet  again,  the 
Society  met  at  the  “  Cambridge  Inn,”  Cambridge 
Street,  Birmingham.  The  Chairman  opened  the 
meeting  by  introducing  two  new  members — Mr.  Fifoot 
and  Mr.  Boswell — and  confirming  that  Mr.  Tye  who 
had  attended  previously  as  a  visitor,  had  now  become  a 
full  member.  The  Summer  issue  of  Cartwheel,  now 


to  hand,  was  distributed  to  all  present,  and  the  scheduled 
programme  got  under  way. 

A  short  talk — “  The  Alatthew  Boulton  Story  ” — was 
presented  by  the  Secretary,  Mr.  P.  J.  Leighton,  and 
illustrated  with  exaniples  of  Boulton’s  work,  notably 
the  “  Cartwheel”  coins,  and  one  or  two  tokens — all 
products  of  the  Soho  Mint.  It  was  felt  that  greater 
national  recognition  could  well  be  afforded  to  this 
Midland  pioneer  in  the  numismatic  field.  There 
followed  another  short  talk — “  The  History  of  Coinage  ”

his  words  with  the  one  and  only  piece  ever  struck  for 
this  state  ! 

The  remainder  of  the  evening  was  then  taken  up 
with  a  brief  survey,  by  Mr.  Whitmore,  on  the  Inter¬ 
national  Coin  Fair,  held  recently  in  London,  and  a 
few  rounds  of  “  Twenty  Questions,”  at  which  the 
contestants  proved  particularly  knowledgeable — identi¬ 
fying  most  of  the  coins  chosen,  well  within  the  number 
of  questions  allowed.

Leicester  &  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  At  the  May  meeting 
of  the  Society  the  evening  was  devoted  to  an  auction  of 
coins  supplied  by  the  members.  The  Chairman,  Mr.  H.  E. 
Bee,  acted  as  auctioneer  and  the  lots  on  offer  were  quickly 
disposed  of  and  as  a  result  the  Society’s  funds  benefitted 
by  nearly 

The  June  meeting  was  the  eagerly  awaited  visit  by  Mr. 
E.  W.  Danson  of  the  Derbyshire  Numismatic  Society, 
who  gave  us  a  very  fine  talk  on  the  coins  and  tokens  of 
Leicestershire,  commencing  with  a  short  account  of  some 
coins  of  the  Brigantes  which  have  been  established  as 
those  of  the  Coritani. 

He  pointed  out  the  similarity  between  the  Roman 
Mints  of  Chester  and  Leicester  and  the  confusion  which 
arose  over  the  years  among  numismatists  and  historians 
in  allotting  various  coins  and  inscriptions  to  their  respec- 
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live  mints.  Mr.  Danson  further  stressed  the  scarcity  of 
the  Leicester  Mint  comparing  it  with  the  neighbouring 
Mints  of  Derby  and  Nottingham. 

His  talk  concluded  all  too  quickly  with  a  special  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  17th  Century  Tokens  of  Leicester.  Many 
questions  were  asked  and  these  he  answered  and  illus¬ 
trated  with  coins  and  tokens  taken  from  his  very  desirable 
collection,  a  truly  enjoyable  evening  for  which  he  was 
warmly  thanked  by  the  Society.

Reading  Coin  Club.  Despite  the  holiday  season,  a 
good  attendance  was  recorded  for  the  July  meeting  of 
the  club  which  was  to  be  a  member’s  evening. 

Five  members  came  forward  to  give  short  talks  which 
were  both  informative  and,  at  times,  amusing.  Mr.  Child 
talked  about  the  coins  which  won  him  the  prize  for  the 
display  competition.  These  were  all  coins  which  had 
been  dropped  from  circulation  because  of  size,  loss  of 
real  purchasing  powers,  or  because  they  represented 
ideas  far  in  advance  of  their  time,  c.f.  4/-,  and  decimal 
coinage.  As  regards  present  day  coins,  he  regarded 
these  as  tokens  as  they  had  no  intrinsic  metal  value. 

Mr.  Dillon  lead  us  along  devious  and  interesting 
paths  to  tell  us  something  of  the  start  of  the  Soho  Mint. 
Of  how  a  combination  of  the  lack  of  small  change  and 
the  development  of  Watts  Steam  Engine  enabled 
Mathew  Boulton  to  start  minting  coins  in  a  small 
factory  on  some  waste  ground  outside  Birmingham 
called  Soho.  His  talk  was  illustrated  by  examples  of 
coins  minted  in  Soho. 

Indian  Coinage  was  Mr.  Berry’s  subject.  He  staiTed 
collecting  with  gifts  of  Indian  Coins  and  found  identi¬ 
fication  of  the  early  coins  (pre.  1800)  very  difficult  as 
little  has  been  written  about  them.  The  East  India 
Company  started  to  control  the  mints  soon  after  1800 
and  gradually  introduced  a  unified  coinage.  Between 


1835  and  1860  the  dies  were  not  changed  and  so  the 
date  was  not  changed.  Because  of  the  vast  numbers 
struck,  coins  are  very  easy  to  acquire. 

Timothy  Rose’s  interest  was  in  fractional  coins,  and 
he  went  tffiough  the  fractional  farthing  coins  in  quite 
some  detail  and  was  obviously  in  command  of  his 
subject. 

In  Mr.  Beamish  we  have  an  ardent  student  of  Peck! 
His  subject  was  the  varieties  to  be  found  in  English 
Copper  Coins  starting  with  the  Victoria  1895  penny. 
He  mentioned  differences  which  many  of  us  never  knew 
existed  and  there  would  seem  to  be  hardly  a  year  that 
we  can  afford  to  ignore.  He  made  the  H.  &  K.N. 
pennies  look  commonplace  beside  1920  George  V 
pennies  with  the  colon  in  the  right  place — the  rare 
variety  perhaps  fetching  £20  in  good  condition.

Yorkshire  Num.  Soc.  At  the  September  meeting 
of  the  Society  we  were  given  a  most  excellent  address 
by  Mr.  H.  J.  Armstrong  on  “  The  Colonial  Coinage.” 

Mr.  Armstrong  commenced  by  telhng  us  that  although 
the  period  of  Colonial  coinage  began  in  comparatively 
recent  times,  starting  with  the  “  PortculUs  Money  ”  of 
Elizabeth  I,  it  makes  nevertheless  an  extremely  absorbing 
and  fascinating  study. 

We  were  told  of  the  early  foundation  of  the  American 
colonies  beginning  with  the  ill-fated  Virginia  venture  by 
Sir  Walter  Raleigh  in  1607,  and  of  the  “  Hog  Money  ” 
of  Somers  Island,  now  known  as  Bermuda.  Air. 
Armstrong  then  continued  by  taking  us  on  a  journey 
through  the  colonial  coinages  giving  us  a  brief  survey 
of  most  of  the  main  coin  types.  A  fine  selection  of 
colonial  coins  showing  the  main  types  was  exhibited.
